, , BRITISH COAL IMPORTS. 

. Notwithstanding the heavy import duty 
imposed on British coal by the Ruesian cus- 
toms—nearly 7s. per ton—and in face of al! 
official efforts to develop the consumption of 
the native product, the former still main- 
tains something like its old supremacy and 
preference among the large consumers. The 
Russian gas companies, steamship com- 
panies, and large industrial firms prefer to 
nav higher prices for the British coal, owing 
to its greater general excellence and heating 
power. But it is not these branches alone 
who prefer English coal, as was shown the 
other day by the Odessa Municipality giving 
its annual contract for over half-a-million 
poods of coal to the local English firn of 
Messrs. W. Jacobs, Owen, and Co. This 
house alone has disposed of about 50,000 tone 
of British coa! during the current year. 


CHILD MURDER. 

At the Central Criminal Court, Charlotte 
Wright, 43, was indicted for the wilful mur- 
der of her infant eon.—The facts were un- 
disputed, the only question being as to the 
condition of mind of the prisoner when she 
committed the deed. She resided with her 
husband and family in Parson's-row, Crov- 
don, and on the morning of Het.
